Washington, D. C., Oct. 22.—Instruc- 


tions to all customs collectors through- 
out the country to admit to entry dis- 
tilled spirits produced abroad " prior 
to October S last, "either for beverage 
purposes or for other than beverage 
purposes" were made public and re- 
called within the space of a few hours 
today by the treasury department. The 
issuance of instructions, which were 
sent out by Assistant Secretary Rowe 
last Saturday, was based upon an in- 
terpretation of the food and revenue 
laws given by Lawrence Becker, solici- 
tor of the treasury department, and 
officials of the department of Justice. 
Mr. Becker ruled that the revenue law 
approved October 1 repealed provisions 
of the previously enacted food control 
law which flatly prohibited the Im- 
portation of any distilled spirits. Now 
the question has been placed before 
the attorney general himself for a. de- 
cision and In the meantime the food 
law prohibition remains in effect.

David Lloyd George, the1 British

GERMAN SOLDIERS ARE BRUTAL 


Astounding Tales Belated by Return- 


ing Canadian Soldiers Sajs Thurstoii 
A. Crounse Who Has Talked 
with 


Them. 
The writer in the 
course 
of 
his 


woik has traveled a great deal through 
Canada and in and around 
Buffalo 


and Niagara Falls and has had many 
interviews with soldiers and 
officers 


from Canada, who have been wounded 
or otherwise incapacitated from fur- 
ther military duty. , 


At the present time when we are 


subscribing to the_iccond Liberty loan 
It seems as though the people in One- 
onta have not' the slightest bit of con- 
ception of the depredations of the fe- 
rocious Hun. Most people believe that 
TVS are fighting a military autocracy 
of which the Kaiser of Germany is 
the bead. The facts are, from these 
veterans which. I have talked with, 
that even' soldier of Germany is the 
same, and that the people of these 
United States sho'ild so classify htm. 
I will give a few examples of what I 
have been told. 


A captain of a battery o£ artillery, 


who went to the front with the first 
contingent, ancl ivlio is one of the sur- 
vivors of the battery of which he is 
one, 
of the four living. Here is one 


of their barbarous acts: 
He Bald: 


"We came upon a group of Canadian 
Highlanders who were piled in a heap 
after the Germans had. been driven 
out of a position. 
We looked them 


over and wondered what should have 
killed 42 men in such a manner. 
No 


wounds were visible, so we removed 
part of one man's clothing and found 
that this man had been peculiarly cut 
in such a manner that he slowly bled 
to death. 
Every man w,as examined 


and all were cut In such a manner 
that they all bled 
to 
death, being 


thrown into a. heap and let die. The 
same, man told me of flnding men nail- 
ed to the sides of the trenches, with 
all sorts oC mutilation. 


Another veteran of this war told 


how that the Belgian and French girls 
are made to wait on the officers In the 
German trenches, exposed to shell flre 
and that hundreds of them had been 
killed by the flre of the allied guns. 
After tho officers are tired 
of them 


they are thrown out to the men and 
undergo all the tortures that can be 
imagined. 


Another instance- 
Two 
brothers 


Joined a Canadian regiment and went 
over seas together. One brother was 
taken prisoner, and to the horror of 
the men of the company to which he 
belonged, they saw him crucified to a 
cross, and put up before the flre fo 
the allied guns, In all his agony. 
His 


own brother took his rifle and killed 
him to relieve him of his suffering. 
This regiment of Canadians has never 
taken a German prisoner since this 
happening. 


Ag-aln another incident, which was 


related, was that when the German 
<irmy entered Louvaln, Instead of the 
flag of Germany floating from Its staff 
at the head of the soldiers, it was a 
naked Belgian baby, with Its body 
pierced by a Hun's bayonet, and par- 
aded at their head by a strapping ble 
Hun soldier. 
» 


Rapine runs amuck with these part- 


ners of tho Devil In occupied parts of 
France and Belgium, and all women 
left behind are violently insane ac- 
cording to the information gleaned 
from these mer., and never has the 
writer seen any of them who would 
not gladly go back and fight again 
Ike he has never fought before. 


Everyone who can read these words 


ihould shudder at the 
thoughts of 


hese atrocities 
We are In the war 


and are going to win it, but the gov- 
ernment must have billions to give 
these men who are in tho army. Imple- 
ments of war 
to 
exterminate thla 


curse to civilization. 
Artillery is the 


most important, and they must have 
shells to give to the Huns, a six fold 
to their one. 
How would the people 


In these United States like to have 
happen to them what has happened 
lo Belgium and France. We will get 
It if we don't subscribe to every loan 
that comes out. 
Anyone would give 


his whole fortune to prevent this sort 
of thing happening to his family, if 
they were here. We are In this war to 
give Germany her Just deserts and 
plenty of it. Money Is on Important as 
men, 
and more so. Wo don't realize 


war, wo can't, but I am sure If you 
talked with some of the

have come back, you would give your 
last dollar and go hungry most of the 
tlmo, -to know that Fritz and his Ilk 
wcie getting war and plenty of It.

as great in woman suffrage slates as 
in male suffrage states o£ approxi- 
mately the same population."

services for the late Dr. S. E. Churchill 
were held from the Rexmere on Mon- 
day afternoon at 2 o'clock, conducted 
by RPV. "W. D. Cavert, pastor of the 
Presbyterian church of Stamford. 


An immense throng gathered to do 


honor to his memory that taxed the 
commodious reception hall of the hotel 
and many remained In the outer halls, 
unable to be accommodated in the in- 
terior. 


Mr. Cavert took for his text the 


words from the book of Samuel 11, 
third chapter and 38th verse, "Know 
56 not, that there is a prince and a 
great man fallen this day in Israel" 
Following only slightly the biography 
of the deceased, he drew many com- 
parison between the subject of his dis- 
course and the life of Dr. Churchill, 
showing his personal greatness, the 
princely type of manhood that he 
represented and the charactei istics of 
his nature that made him indeed a 
prince among men 


The regard in which he was held 


was evinced by the great number of 
floral offerings, both from his friends 
and from many of the organizations 
with which he was connected 
The 


pall bearers were selected from among 
the physicians of the sections and1 with 
all of whom he had been associated in 
his medical work 


The interment was made In a plot 


in the cemPtery which he had lately 
purchased and for which he had ex- 
tensive plans under way for the beau- 
tifving and decorating 


Many friends came from long dis- 


tances to pay their last respects and 
the whole section for miles around was 
represented

paratively little effect on the tempera- 
ture of calabash smoke—the latter al- 
ways being cooler than the tei pera- 
ture of the breath.
